PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Newly swom-in Pres¬ 
ident Michel Martelly vowed 
Saturday to "change Haiti," 
promising to restore order and 
confidence in a country strug¬ 
gling to emerge from one of 
the most destructive earth¬ 
quakes of modem times. 

"This is a new Haiti, open 
for business now," Martelly 
declared, standing before the 
mins of the country's presiden¬ 
tial palace as thousands outside 
its wrought iron gates cheered 
him on. 

Speaking in French and 
Creole, he pledged to restore 
security for investors, end po¬ 
litical instability, and foster de¬ 
velopment "so we can emerge 
from our misery." 

"We are going to change

Air France Rio crash: Report 
not expected before 2012 

PARIS, France — Investiga¬ 
tors have said they expect 
their report into the cause of 
the 2009 Air France disaster 
over the Atlantic to be ready 
no sooner than early 2012. 

Speaking in Paris, they 
said it could take months to 
interpret data from the flight 
recorders, which were finally 
fished from the sea last 
month. 

The boxes, preserved in 
demineralised water, were 
displayed before being taken 
away for examination. 

Some 50 bodies remain at 
the crash site, the investiga¬ 
tors said. 

Flight AF 447 went down 
on 1 June, 2010, after run¬ 
ning into an intense high-al¬ 
titude thunderstorm, four 
hours into a flight from Rio 
de Janeiro in Brazil to Paris.

Extradition treaty could allow 
Van der Sloot to return to 
Holland 

LIMA, Peru — An extradition 
treaty signed last week be¬ 
tween the Netherlands and 
Peru could open the door for 
Joran Van der Sloot to return 
to his native country if con¬ 
victed in the death of a 21- 
year-old Peruvian woman. 

A spokesman with Peru's 
foreign ministry, Gonzalo 
Portals Zubiate, said on the 
weekend that the treaty — 
which allows some Dutch na¬ 
tionals sentenced to time in 
Peru to serve their sentences 
in Europe, with the inverse 
for Peruvians convicted in 
Holland — has nothing to do 
with Van der Sloot, specifi¬ 
cally. Still, the suspect's attor¬ 
ney acknowledged it could 
affect him. 

"Joran knows about the 
treaty," said Maximo Altez, 


the lawyer who is represent¬ 
ing Van der Sloot in Peru. 
"Whether he requests an ex¬ 
tradition will depend on his 
sentence."

LIMA, Peru - Right-wing 
lawmaker Keiko Fujimori's 
lead over leftist Ollanta Hu¬ 
mala appears to be growing 
ahead of Peru's June 5 presi¬ 
dential run-off, polls by sur¬ 
vey firms Ipsos and CPI 
showed yesterday. 

The nationwide Ipsos 


poll, published in 
newspaper El Comer- 
cio, showed Fujimori 
getting 51.1 percent of 
the vote and Humala 
with 48.9 percent when 
blank and null ballots 
were excluded in a vot¬ 
ing simulation organ¬ 
ized by pollsters. 

The Ipsos survey 
polled 2,005 people May 7- 
13 and has a 2.2 point margin 
of error. 

Four polls in the past week 
have shown Fujimori, the 
daughter of jailed former 
President Alberto Fujimori, 
ahead of Humala, though in 
most cases her lead has been 
within the margin of error.

Salmon swim again in 
Czech Elbe river 


JETRICHOVICE, The Czech 
Republic (AFP) - Salmon are 
flashing silver again in the 
Elbe river and its many tri¬ 
butaries in the Czech Repub¬ 
lic as the waterway slowly 
bounces back from four 
decades of communist-era 
pollution. 

’’The salmon symbolizes 
the remarkable efforts that 
are needed today to put right 
the sins committed by our 
predecessors,” says Tomas 
Salov, a wildlife manager at 
the ’’Czech Switzerland” na¬ 
tional park. 

’’Today, this fish is the flag¬ 
ship of our reintroduction pro¬ 
grams,” Salov told AFP in the 


village of Jetrichovice, tucked 
away in the mountains of the 
northern Czech Republic. 

Salmon is considered a 
”bio-indicator” whose pre¬ 
sence in the river suggests 
improved water purity. 

Once abundant in the 
Elbe, the fish vanished from 
the picturesque waterway 
after World War II as commu¬ 
nist-era heavy industry 
dumped tons of toxic waste 
into it between 1948-1989, 
making it a stinking sewer in 
some areas. 

Salmon were last recorded 
in the Czech part of the 
1,165-kilometer (724-mile)- 
long Elbe river in 1954.

Extreme makeover: are humans 
reshaping Earth? 



LONDON, England (AFP) - If 
alien geologists were to visit 
our planet 10 million years 
from now, would they discern 
a distinct human fingerprint in 
Earth’s accumulating layers of 
rock and sediment? 

Will homo sapiens, in other 
words, define a geological pe¬ 
riod in the way dinosaurs — 
and their vanishing act — 
helped mark the Jurassic and 
the Cretaceous? 

A growing number of sci¬ 
entists, some gathered at a one- 
day symposium last week at 
the British Geological Society 
in London, say ”yes”. 

One among them, che¬ 
mistry Nobel laureate Paul 
Crutzen, has even suggested a 
new name: the Anthropocene. 

Whether this ”age of man” 
will be short or long is un¬ 
known, says Crutzen, who 
shared his Nobel for unmas¬ 
king the man-made chemicals 
eating away at the atmos¬ 
phere’s protective ozone layer. 

For the first time in Earth’s 
4.7 billion year history, a sin¬ 
gle species has not only radi¬ 
cally changed Earth’s mor¬ 
phology, chemistry and biol¬ 
ogy, it is now aware of having 
done so. 

"We broke it, we bought it, 
we own it,” is how Erie Ellis, a 


A heavily polluted city 

professor of geography and 
ecology at the University of 
Maryland at Baltimore, put it. 

”We don’t know what is 
going to happen in the Anthro¬ 
pocene — it could be good, 
even better,” he said. ’’But we 
need to think differently and 
globally, to take ownership of 
the planet.” 

Dinosaurs were most likely 
wiped out by a giant meteor 
that cooled Earth's tempera¬ 
tures below their threshold for 
survival. 

An analogous fate could 
await humans if temperatures 
climb by five or six degrees 
Celsius, which climate scien¬ 
tists say could happen within a 
century. 

But dinosaurs thrived for 
more than 150 million years 
before a cosmic pebble ended 
their extraordinary run, while 


modern humans have only 
been around for about 200,000 
years, a snap of the fingers by 
comparison. 

Another key difference: di¬ 
nosaurs didn't know what hit 
them, and played no role in 
their own demise. 

Humans, by contrast, have 
been the main architects of the 
enormous changes that are 
threatening to throw what sci¬ 
entists now call the Earth Sys¬ 
tem out of whack. 

Since Crutzen coined the 
term a decade ago, the Anthro¬ 
pocene has been eagerly 
adopted by scientists across a 
broad spectrum of disciplines. 

"It triggered the realisation 
that we were in an entirely new 
era of planet Earth,” said Will 
Steffen, head of Australian Na¬ 
tional University's Climate 
Change Institute.

Ebola virus case reported 
near Uganda's capital 


KAMPALA,Uganda (AFP) - 
Initial test results indicate that 
a 12-year-old girl died of the 
deadly Ebola virus in a town 
about 35 kilometres (22 
miles) north of Kampala, 
health officials told AFP on 
week-end. 

Preliminary testing carried 
out at the Uganda Virus Re¬ 
search Institute showed that 
the girl died from the virus on 
May 6 at Bombo hospital, said 
Dr Miriam Nanyunja, disease 
prevention and control officer 
for the World Health Organi¬ 
sation in Uganda. 


"She came into the hospital 
and died a few hours later," 
Nanyunja said. "They tested 
for Ebola and the confirma¬ 
tory result came out yester¬ 
day." 

Nanyunja said that health 
officials were currently look¬ 
ing for more cases in the area 
and planned to set up an iso¬ 
lation unit at Bombo hospital 
in anticipation of new pa¬ 
tients. 

Ugandan director general 
of health services Dr Nathan 
Mugisha confirmed the pre¬ 
liminary results and said that 


a taskforce was meeting on 
Saturday to work out how to 
deal with any potential out¬ 
break. 

"So far it is only prelimi¬ 
nary test results and there is a 
meeting in progress," 
Mugisha told AFP. 

The rare haemorrhagic dis¬ 
ease, named after a small river 
in neighbouring Democratic 
Republic of Congo, killed 37 
people in western Uganda in 
2007 and claimed the lives of 
at least 170 people in the north 
of the country in 2000. 


US warns of fake antibiotics 


aimed at 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fake 
drugs with names that resem¬ 
ble kids’ antibiotics are being 
sold in Texas pharmacies, 
mainly to Spanish speakers, 
and have caused several hospi¬ 
talizations, according to US 
officials. 

The US Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration issued a warning 
to consumers urging them not 
to use the "illegal products," 
after the Texas state health de¬ 
partment said they had been 
linked to several hospitaliza¬ 
tions. 

"The FDA is warning con¬ 
sumers not to use products 
marketed as dietary supple¬ 
ments that also claim to be an¬ 
timicrobial (antibiotic,

antifungal or antiviral) drugs," 
the federal regulatory agency 
said. 

"These illegal products are 
falsely promoted with claims 
to treat illnesses such as upper 
respiratory infections, sinusi¬ 
tis, pneumonia, bronchitis and 
the common cold," it added. 

The products carry labels 
that are similar to drugs sold in 
Mexico and "are marketed 
specifically to the Hispanic 
community." 

The over-the-counter prod¬ 
ucts have made their way into 
pharmacies statewide, said the 
Texas Department of State 
Health Services. 

"DSHS officials are con¬ 
cerned that people taking the 
products believe they will pro¬ 
vide the beneficial health ef¬ 
fects of an antibiotic drug," 
said a statement from the 
Texas health department. 

"The products do not ap¬ 
pear to have any active drug 
ingredients and are not ap¬ 
proved to treat medical condi¬ 
tions." 

They come in syrup, oint¬ 
ment, capsule and drinkable 
forms, and have names like 
Amoxilina, Pentrexcilina, 
Ampitrexyl, Citricillin, Amox- 
imiel and Pentreximil. 

Officials learned of the sit¬ 
uation after a hospital in 
Austin, Texas reported treating 
"several patients whose par¬ 
ents mistakenly believed they 



had been treating their children 
with an antibiotic," it said. 

Health authorities say ill¬ 
ness and infections can get 
worse if antibiotics are needed 
but delayed, and urge con¬ 
sumers to seek a doctor's help 
if they are sick and think they 
need drug treatment. 

"The maker of these prod¬ 
ucts has no scruples and is 
preying upon parents of chil¬ 
dren to make a quick buck," 
said Marv Shepard, head of the 
Partnership for Safe Medi¬ 
cines, a consumer group that is 
seeking to publicize the prob¬ 
lem. "They use deception and 
jeopardize the health of chil¬ 
dren”. 

Texas's health department, 
which first issued its statement 
in late April, said it is "work¬ 
ing with other agencies, in¬ 
cluding the US Food and Drug 
Administration, to investigate 
product origin, distribution, la¬ 
beling and advertising." 

Stores are being urged to 
remove the products from their 
shelves. 


Even a Little Exercise 
May Protect Against 
Colon Polyps 


— Even a little exercise may 
ward off polyps in the colon, 
which are sometimes precur¬ 
sors to cancer. 

In fact, just an hour a week 
of low-intensity exercise — 
even such seemingly trivial 
activities as walking on the 
street or climbing stairs — re¬ 
duced risk, especially among 
individuals who are obese or 
overweight, according to new 
research slated to be presented 
at Digestive Disease Week in 
Chicago. 

The findings are not really 
new, just confirmatory of what 
doctors have been urging all 
along: get out and move, not 
just to prevent polyps but to 
prevent a whole host of dis¬ 
eases. 

"Exercise is a good thing," 
said Dr. David Weinberg, 
chairman of medicine at Fox 
Chase Cancer Center in 
Philadelphia. "It matters in 
sick people and black people 
and skinny people and over¬ 
weight people." 

"African-Americans are 
disproportionately impacted 
by colon cancer. Even within 
our own sample, blacks had 
the highest prevalence of 
polyps and adenomas [benign 
tumors that can become can¬ 
cerous]," said study author Dr. 
Nelson Sanchez. "Overweight 
and obese people are another 
segment of the population that 
is at increased risk of colon 
cancer and colon polyps." 


This study included almost 
1,000 patients of different eth¬ 
nic and racial groups: 56.8 
were Hispanic, 20.6 percent 
were Asian, 15.2 percent were 
black and 7 percent were 
white. The participants were 
middle-aged and at no in¬ 
creased risk for colon cancer 
or polyps. About two-thirds 
were overweight and about 
half exercised for at least an 
hour a week. 

After performing screening 
colonoscopies, the researchers 
determined that people who 
exercised one or more hours a 
week had a 25.3 percent risk 
of polyps, versus 33.2 percent 
for those who didn't meet this 
exercise threshold. 

The hour of weekly exer¬ 
cise lowered the risk of adeno¬ 
mas in people who were 
overweight and who were 
black. The risk of cancer was 
also lowered in black study 
participants. 

"Nobody knows why 
there's a benefit from exer¬ 
cise," Weinberg said. "You can 
come up with a couple of rea¬ 
sonable hypotheses. Is it be¬ 
cause you're altering some 
important set of biological 
pathways? There's a lot of data 
that link obesity and polyps. 
Does that operate through in¬ 
sulin and insulin growth fac¬ 
tors?" 

Now the job is to determine 
exactly which exercises are 
the most beneficial, he said.

IMF chief charged with 
sex assault, rape atempt 



NEW YORK, (AFP) - IMF 
chief Dominique Strauss-Kahn 
was charged Sunday with the 
sexual assault and attempted 
rape of a New York chamber¬ 
maid, a scandal which could 
derail his hopes of running for 
French president. 

The charges included 
"criminal sexual act, unlawful 
imprisonment, attempted rape" 
and "assaulting a 32-year-old 
girl in a hotel room," police 
spokesman Ryan Sesa told re¬ 
porters. 

The IMF chief, who was 
expected to be formally ar¬ 
raigned before a New York 
judge later Sunday, would 
deny everything, his lawyer 
said. "He will plead not 
guilty," the lawyer William 
Taylor told AFP. 

And his wife, a high-profile 
television journalist Anne Sin¬ 
clair, said she did not believe 
the accusations against her 62- 
year-old husband. 

"I do not believe for one 
second the accusations brought 
against my husband. I have no 
doubt his innocence will be es¬ 
tablished," Sinclair said in a 
statement sent to AFP. 

The IMF chief was arrested, 
charged by New York police 
and held overnight in New 
York City's Harlem neighbor¬ 
hood, at a special unit for sex¬ 
ual harassment, after a maid at 
the top class Sofitel hotel al¬ 
leged he had assaulted her 


when he got out of his shower 
naked. 

From early Sunday a media 
gaggle gathered outside the po¬ 
lice station, and there was a 
buzz as a young blonde 
woman wrapped in what ap¬ 
peared to be a white sheet was 
driven into the building. It was 
not known immediately who 
she was. 

Strauss-Kahn, who has 
been widely praised for his 
stewardship of the IMF, is a 
leading member of the Social¬ 
ist party and well-known on 
the French political scene. He 
is often referred to simply by 
his initials DSK. 

He had been expected to 
challenge center-right French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy in 
next year's presidential race, 
and even though he has not yet 
officially declared his candi¬ 
dacy he had been topping the 
opinion polls. 

The bombshell news threw 
the Socialist party into disar¬ 
ray, and could prove a boost 
for Sarkozy and his rightwing 
UMP which is also facing a 
challenge from the far-right 
National Front and its leader 
Marine Le Pen. 

The scandal comes at a crit¬ 
ical moment for the 187-mem¬ 
ber IMF, which as one of the 
pillars of the world's financial 
system, has been leading nego¬ 
tiations to help the debt-ridden 
euro zone.

Money-hungry US to hit 
borrowing cap 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
debt-laden US government's 
credit card will hit its limit 
today, creating a cash crunch 
that puts the country's credit 
standing at risk as politicians 
battle over its long-term 
deficit. 

US President Barack 
Obama warned if no deal is 
brokered on raising the $14.29 
trillion debt ceiling set by 
Congress then the United 
States risked plunging back 
into recession. 

"If investors around the 
world thought that the full 
faith and credit of the United 
States was not being backed 
up, if they thought that we 
might renege on our IOUs, it 


could unravel the entire finan¬ 
cial system," Obama warned 
at a CBS town hall meeting 
broadcast on Sunday. 

"We could have a worse re¬ 
cession than we already had. A 
worse financial crisis than we 
already had." 

Reaching the debt ceiling 
will not have an immediate 
impact on government fi¬ 
nances, because the Treasury 
has found about 10 weeks of 
wiggle-room in short-term ad¬ 
justments and an unexpected 
April jump in tax revenues. 

But with Republicans re¬ 
fusing to increase the ceiling 
without massive future spend¬ 
ing cuts, the longer the fight 
over bridging the country's 
deficit goes on, the higher the 
stakes will get. 

If nothing is done by about 
August 2, there is a chance the 
United States, which has al¬ 
ways merited a top-grade 
credit rating, could do the un¬ 
thinkable — default on its debt 
payments. 

Few think it will get that 
far, as the White House leads 


behind-the-scenes talks on a 
grand strategy on the deficit. 

Republican Speaker John 
Boehner said Sunday he was 
ready to cut a deal over raising 
the US debt ceiling, but he has 
called for trillions, rather than 
billions, in spending cuts. 

Meanwhile, the govern¬ 
ment has to bridge a monthly 
funding deficit of $120 bil¬ 
lion. 

The ceiling has been raised 
or lowered 74 times in the last 
50 years, usually without po¬ 
litical acrimony. But Republi¬ 
cans have drawn a line in the 
sand over the issue this time. 

The International Mone¬ 
tary Fund has urged the coun¬ 
try to "urgently" address its 
problems, casting doubt on its 
resolve. 

But bond markets — usu¬ 
ally the first sign of concern 
over a country's financial 
health — have actually moved 
in the other direction, with 
yields on US debt falling last 
week, mainly as money 
moved out of falling com¬ 
modities and stocks.

"If investors around the 
world thought that the full 
faith and credit of the United 
States was not being backed 
up, if they thought that we 
might renege on our IOUs, it 
could unravel the entire fi¬ 
nancial system," Obama 
warned at a CBS town hall

SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - A 
10-year-old Bolivian boy who 
hid on a truck in an effort to 
visit his mother who had just 
been released from prison 
ended up in Chile after an un¬ 
expected 500-kilometer (300- 
mile) trek through the Andes 
mountains, officials said. 

The boy, identified as 
Franklin Vilca, ended up Sat¬ 
urday in the Chilean city of 
Iquique, some 1,800 kilome¬ 
ters (1,100 miles) north of San¬ 
tiago, after a three-day journey 
without food or water in the 
compartment of a truck carry¬ 
ing minerals. 


"I just wanted to see my 
mother," the boy told Chilean 
television TVN. 

The boy got on the truck in 
the Bolivian town of Oraro 
thinking it would take him to 
Cochabamba, where his 
mother had been incarcerated. 

He ended up going in the 
wrong direction, on a route 
over mountains 3,000 meters 
(10,000 feet) above level sea. 

Franklin got off the truck 
and wandered the streets of the 
Chilean town of Alto Hospicio, 
on the outskirts of Iquique, 
where a woman named Mar¬ 
garita Flores took him home. 


"I am a mother, and maybe 
his mother is suffering," she 
told local media. 

The child was turned over 
to police but a court in Iquique 
decided to allow him to stay 
with the woman's family until 
he can be returned to Bolivian 
authorities. 

Even though the boy's 
mother had been released from 
prison she was under a court 
order not to leave the country. 
Bolivian diplomats said they 
will send an official to Iquique 
to deliver documents confirm¬ 
ing the mother's identity, the 
first step to having Chile return 
him. 

The boy's mother however 
managed to talk to her son on 
the telephone. 

"I want to see you," Franlin 
told her, in an exchange broad¬ 
cast on the Bolivian television 
network ATB. "I just wanted to 
go to Cochabamba - hurry up 
and come pick me up, 
mommy!" 

"I was in jail but I'm out 
now," his mother replied, 
choking on tears. "You won't 
be left with your father or your 
brothers any more, you'll be 
with me, by dear son." 


BAKU, Azerbaijan (AFP) - 
Azerbaijan on Sunday rev¬ 
elled in its first Eurovision 
Song Contest win, hoping the 
victory will transform the 
image of an ex-Soviet state 
until now known as an energy 
exporter on Europe's fringe. 

Tradition dictates that 
Azerbaijani duo Ell and 
Nikki's triumph in the annual 
pop extravaganza will bring 
the contest to Baku next year 
— one of the biggest events in 
the mainly Muslim country’s 
history since independence in 
1991. 


The win was portrayed as 
national triumph by the main 
television channels in the 
small, relatively young state 
wedged between Iran, Russia 
and Turkey that went through 
war and political conflict after 
the Soviet collapse. 

"It's a great victory for 
Azerbaijani culture," said a re¬ 
port by the public broadcaster 
after Ell and Nikki's English- 
language love song "Running 
Scared" was voted the best of 
25 competitors at the final in 
Duesseldorf, Germany.

United needed just a point 
from this game to regain the 
Premier League title from 
Chelsea and they got it when 
England striker Rooney 
scored from the penalty spot 


17 minutes from time after 
Rovers keeper Paul Robinson 
brought down Javier Hernan¬ 
dez. 

Australia's Brett Emerton 
had fired Rovers, still not cer¬ 
tain of top-flight survival, 
into a 20th minute lead be¬ 
fore Rooney settled United's 
nerves with a powerful spot- 
kick. 

The result gave United, 
now in sole possession of a 


record they had shared with 
arch-rivals Liverpool an 
unassailable seven-point lead 
at the top of the English Pre¬ 
mier League table, with clos¬ 
est pursuers Chelsea only 
able to win a maximum of six 
points from their two remain¬ 
ing matches. 

"I was terrified, the ref 
took a long time to give it," 
Rooney told Sky Sports in re¬ 
lation to the penalty. 

"I had to compose myself, 
I'd been practising all week." 

Rooney, who earlier in the 
season stunned United by 
handing in a transfer request, 
added: "After the year Pve 
had, with the ups and downs, 
this is for the fans and the 
team." 

United's latest triumph 
gave both manager Sir Alex 
Ferguson and Ryan Giggs a 
12th English title. 

Asked about suggestions 
the current team was not as 
good as previous United 
sides, he added: "We're 
champions and in the Cham¬ 
pions League. We're rubbish 
aren't we?

Demba Ba's first half dou¬ 
ble gave West Ham hope in a 
match they had to win to set 
up a chance of a last day re¬ 
prieve against Sunderland 
next weekend. 


But Wigan, who stayed 
second bottom, hit back 
through Charles N'Zogbia's 
blistering 57th minute free- 
kick before substitute Conor 
Sammon drew the hosts level 
at the DW Stadium 11 min¬ 
utes later. 

N'Zogbia then sealed 
Wigan's remarkable recovery 
in stoppage time when he slid 
a shot under the body of Eng¬ 
land goalkeeper Robert 
Green, who had previously 
made several fine saves. 

Defeat left the Hammers 
on 33 points, meaning a win 
against Sunderland would not 
be enough for the London 
club to climb out of the rele¬ 
gation zone.

MALLORCA, Spain (AFP) - 
Darren Clarke overcame a 
four-shot deficit to win the 
Iberdrola Open on Sunday and 
dedicated his 13th European 
Tour title to the memory of 
golf legend Seve Ballesteros. 

The Northern Irishman, 42, 
carded a final-round 69 for a 
six-under-par total for the 
tournament, three ahead of the 
English duo of Chris Wood, 
who had led after the second 
and third rounds, and David 
Lynn. 

"We wouldn?t be here 
without Seve, simple as that," 
said Clarke of the great 
Spaniard who lost his long 
battle with cancer last week¬ 
end. "The European Tour 
would not be in the position it 
is today without Seve. 

"He was the first man to do 
so many things and make so 
many breakthroughs that we 
have all followed, so to win in 


his homeland in the week that 
he passed away is a real hon¬ 
our." 

Clarke, the Ryder Cup 
vice-captain, had reduced his 
overnight four-shot deficit to 
one within three holes, but a 
double bogey at the 11th after 
finding water looked to have 
cost him a first win since the 
2008 Dutch Open. 

But he recovered in style, 
holing a putt from the fringe at 
the 14th while hitting his ap¬ 
proach to six feet at the 15th. 

Wood had major problems 
on the back nine — three- 
putting the 12th and 13th and 
driving out of bounds at the 
15th as he carded a final-round 
70 to finish three-over for the 
tournament. 

"It’s a bit of a monkey to 
get off my back after three 
years not winning so it?s 
good. At the same time I feel 
a lot for Chris Wood - he?s a 
young guy, a great player and 
I?ve been in his position be¬ 
fore." 

Wood, who is still seeking 
a first career title, said his final 
round was riddled with errors. 

"Obviously disappointed 
and gutted," said Wood, who 
lost a play-off at the Africa 
Open in January to British 
Open winner Louis Oost- 
huizen. 

"It was an extremely tough 
day on the course and it was a 
bit of a grind all the way 
round."

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AFP) - 
Pete Rose, banished from 
baseball for betting on games, 
said he would still like to 
manage in the Major Leagues. 

The 70-year-old hits king 
told a banquet audience that 
he believes he deserves a sec¬ 
ond chance after admitting he 
bet on baseball, something he 
denied for years. 

"I've taken responsibility 
for my life," Rose said. 
"Baseball isn't good for sec¬ 
ond chances - not for gam¬ 
blers. 

"They are for people who 
take drugs. They are for peo¬ 
ple who beat up their wives. 
They are for people who drink 
a lot of alcohol. I screwed up. 


I wish I could change it." 

The former Cincinnati 
Reds player and manager was 
banned for life in 1989 for 
betting on baseball games, in¬ 
cluding his own team's 
games. 

Rose, who turned 70 last 
month, said he's not con¬ 
cerned with whether his gam¬ 
bling transgressions mean he 
will never be inducted into the 
Hall of Fame, despite holding 
Major League Baseball's 
record with 4,256 career hits. 

"I want to be a manager, 
that's the only role," Rose 
said. "But I'm running out of 
time. I want to teach young 
players." 

Rose was the keynote 


speaker at a gala of the Ohio 
Justice and Policy Center, a 
nonprofit organization work¬ 
ing for reform in Ohio's crim¬ 
inal justice system. 

The theme of the event 
was making Cincinnati a city 
of redemption.

Ward dominates Abraham 
to reach WBA Super 6 final

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Andre Ward's speed and power 
proved too much for Arthur 
Abraham as Ward earned a 
unanimous 12-round decision 
over the German to retain his 
World Boxing Association 
super middleweight title. 

Ward on Saturday also se¬ 
cured his place in the final of 
the Super Six tournament de¬ 
signed to unify the division's 
belts. He now awaits the win¬ 
ner of the other semi-final be¬ 
tween Carl Froch and Glen 
Johnson on June 4 in Atlantic 
City. "We're going to the fi¬ 
nals, baby," Ward said. 

Ward, a 2004 Olympic gold 
medallist, improved to 24-0 
with 13 knockouts. He dis¬ 
played his trademark tactical 
style, methodically wearing 
down Abraham. 

"I wish the ref had let me 
fight on the inside because 
that's what I had planned for," 
Ward said. "But we made ad¬ 
justments and got the win... 
I'm going to stay humble. I'm 
going to keep working hard. I 
want to be a champion for a 
long time and take the least 
amount of punishment possi¬ 
ble." 

Abraham had started ag¬ 
gressively, rattling Ward with 
a right hand in the third round. 

But Abraham had no re¬ 
sponse when Ward stepped up 
the pressure in the fourth. 


"Arthur is strong and he's a 
hard hitter, (but) we showed 
that we can win in a way other 
than our original game plan," 
said Ward. 

JudgeStanley 
Christodoulou gave Ward 
every round, scoring it 120- 
108. 

German judge Ingo 
Barrabas saw it 118-110 for 
Ward and American judge 
James Jen Kin made it 118- 
111 forward. 


Armenian-born Abraham, a 
former International Boxing 
F ederation middleweight 
champion who had an unblem¬ 
ished record until the Super 
Six tournament, has now lost 
three in a row, falling to 32-3. 

Fighting in an outdoor ring 
set up at the Home Depot Cen¬ 
ter — a multi-sport complex 
that is the home of Major 
League Soccer's Los Angeles 
Galaxy — Ward took charge 
with an array of precision jabs 
and quick combinations. 

Abraham's punches dwin¬ 
dled, as he sought and failed to 
come up with a knock-out 
blow. 

"I started well, and I 
thought I did good the first 
three rounds," Abraham said. 
"He didn't hit me, and I was 
blocking a lot of his shots. But 
then I tried to go for the 
knock-out, and I couldn't get 
it," he said. 

A vocal contingent of fans 
from the Los Angeles area's 
Armenian community turned 
out to support Abraham, who 
was fighting in the United 
States for the third time. 


Sharapova beats Stosur to win Rome International

ROME, Italy (AFP) - Triple 
Grand Slam title winner Maria 
Sharapova won her first tour¬ 
nament in almost a year as she 
powered past Australia's 
Samantha Stosur 6-2, 6-4 to 


win the Rome International on 
Sunday. 

Sharapova's last title came 
at the low-key Strasbourg clay- 
court event on the eve of the 
2010 French Open. 


But having beaten world 
number one Caroline Wozni¬ 
acki in Saturday's semi-final, 
Sharapova proved too much 
for an erratic Stosur. 

"I'm so excited to be able to 
be champion of this tourna¬ 
ment," said former world num¬ 
ber one Sharapova. 

It is good news for the 
Russian just a week ahead of 
the start of the French Open, 
the only Grand Slam she has 
yet to win and a tournament 
where she has never been be¬ 
yond the quarter-finals. 

But on her least favourite 
surface she had too much 
power for Stosur, finalist at the 
French Open last year, who 
racked up the unforced errors 
throughout the match. 


The Australian may be 
higher in the world rankings 
but the Russian has far greater 
pedigree having reached the 
world number one ranking 
back in 2005. 

Stosur, the sixth seed, was 
4-0 down before she managed 
to hold serve. The Australian 
started to move Sharapova 
around and some positive play 
saw the Russian net a forehand 
to give up a double break 
point. 

Under pressure again, sev¬ 
enth seed Sharapova sent a de¬ 
fensive lob into the tramlines 
to give a break back. 

Her next return went long 
and then Sharapova wrapped 
up the title with a forehand 
winner.
